Senate file No, ™, by Mr. Beal of Custer,
wos passed without the emergency clause,
It authorizes county treasurers to invest an
amount not to excesd 76 per cent of the
einking fund of their respective countics
in reglstered warrants of the county at their
face value.

Senate file No. 85, by Mr. Gondring of
Platte, was passed, It amends the criminal
code, section 205, referring te indeceol ex-
posure of person,

Senate file No. 267, by Mr. Dundas of Ne-
maha, was passed, It s a bill to amend
gection 1 of article Il of chapter iv of the
Complled Statutes of 1895, to make it read
as follows;

The governor la hereby authorized to em-
ploy four agents, one of wnom shall be a
coimpetent and skilled veterinary surgeon,
who shall be known ns the stiute veterl-
narinn, who shall recelve per diem, to bLe
pidd by the state, In the sum of §5 during
the time aotually employed for his services.
And three of such ngents shall be praes
tical stockmen, who nre actually engaged
I stockralsing within the state, and shall
vach reeelve the sum of $1 per day during
the timeé setunlly employed o thelr dutles
As such, and they shall ps known ns the
Live Btock Comnilsslon of the Stuue of
Nebruska.,  And the state veterinarian nnd
enoh of gald llve stock commissioners shall
In addition to his per dlem, be allowed and
pald by th» state his actual traveling ex-
penses by bim ineurred while in discharge
of his duilea,

This completod the bills on third reading,
A greal many more were ready, but moest of
them carried the emergency clause and as
the fuslonlsts had less than a two-thirds
majority present |t was not deemed safe to
take them up for Hual passage. Amonyg the
Blils possed over were hoyse rolls 479 and
287 and scnate files 183 and 261,

The machinery building and the buflding
of manufonctures and lberal arts will be ln-
mense bulldings of bmposing character,

The art building will be a permanent, fire-
proof structure, designed to be converted
into a permanent museum, and it will be
constructed along artistic lines and finished
in an elegant and substantial manner,

The auditorium will be an Immenss gtroe.
ture, a duplleate of the world-famous Mormon
tabernacle in Salt Lake City, the mast per-
fect auditorium In the world, It will probably
be constructed of steel framework in such a
manner (hat it may be removed when the
expoeition ks over and erected near the busi-
ness center of tawn,
